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Analysis: Cell Phone Bill 


Representative Carolyn Tomei, who serves City 
of Milwaukie and portions of Southeast Portland 
in the Oregon House of Representatives, has 
been the major sponsor of proposed legislation 
to deal with the use of cell phones while driving 
a vehicle in Oregon. This issue has come before 
legislatures all around the US, in part, because 
the National Safety Council has made it a priority 
to reduce the risk of cell phone use while driving. 
Representative Tomei has attempted to move a 
bill forward in its simplest form and not allow 
the legislation to become encumbered by 
restrictions and exemptions. 


In the process of moving this legislation in the 
Oregon House, Representative Tomei has come 
up against Amateur Radio mobile uses. She 
considered adding the sentence recommended by 
ARRL Chief Counsel .... But in the interest of a 
simple, one-page bill declined to add it. Her bill, 
without protections for amateur radio passed the 
Oregon House by a near-party-line vote 38/22 
on Wednesday, April 29th. If now moves to the 
Oregon Senate, where Amateur Radio operators 
will again attempt to perfect the bill by adding 
the sentence: 


"Nothing in this bill is intended to include two-way 
mobile radio transmitters or receivers used by 
licensees of the Federal Communications Commission 
in the Amafeur Radio Service." 


The Governor is expected to sign any cell phone 
bill passing both houses during this session. 


Hillsboro Representative David Edwards voted 
against the bill in the House. We thank him for 
his thoughiful vote. 


You can help. Contact your Senator and ask that 
the exemption for amateur radio (above) be 
included in the bill. To identify your Senator and 
their email/postal addresses, go to:

The on air practices of amateur radio operators are 
critical for successful QSOs. Most common 
courtesies in general life work on the bands as well. 
Things like “wait your turn,’ and, “don’t talk over 
someone else” make a big difference on our bands. 
We really don’t need to be reminded of these, do 
we? The person who blocks the aisle with their 
shopping basket oblivious to what they are doing 
remind us about human = self-centeredness. 
Unfortunately, that same person can block use of a 
frequency or net for many more hams by tuning 
without listening first and tuning with power. 
Rude, yes. Its also illegal. 


The use of the international phonetic alphabet makes 
communication much easier. Cute phonics for our 
call sign is fine when we're communicating with 
the same people we talk with all the time, but 
when we are making first-time contacts or working 
a station who's first language is other than English, 
the use of common phonetics is essential. Poor 
band conditions, QRM and QRN, and language 
differences make it difficult for the station at the 
other end of the circuit to understand us. 


The Phonetic Alphabet shown in the column to the 
left is the commonly accepted listing. It is not the 
same as the list adopted and used by most law 
enforcement in the US, but is recognized 
internationally and aids efficient communication. 


Our vocabulary can be tricky for a non-English 
speaking ham. The use of words commonly 
related to radio communication helps move our 
contact forward easily. If we want to demonstrate 
how large our vocabulary is...this is not the place 
to do it. Remember that the subject matter found 
acceptable across cultures and political systems 
differs widely. The old “don’t talk about politics 
and religion” isn’t necessarily correct. When we 
talk about subjects of personal interest we need to 
do it with sensitivity to the other ham in the contact 
and hams listening. Amateur Radio is not the 
place for fervent recruitment to your faith, nor is it 
the place to prove how dedicated you are to your 
political ideology. Let’s attempt to talk about things 
the other ham is interested in discussing.

LICENSE RENEWAL 


Amateur Radio licensees may file for renewal 
only within 90 days of their license expiration 
date. All radio amateurs must have an FCC 
Registration Number (FRN) before filing any 
application with the Commission. Applicants 
can obtain an FRN by going to the Universal 
Licensing System (ULS) on the FCC web site and 
clicking on the "New Users Register" link. You 
must supply your Social Security Number to 
obtain an FRN. 


ARRL Processes License Renewals, Including 
Vanity Licenses. The ARRL VEC will process 
license renewals for vanity call sign holders for 
a modest fee. The service is available to ARRL 
members and nonmembers, although League 
members pay less. Routine, non-vanity 
renewals continue to be free for ARRL members. 
Trustees of club stations with vanity call signs 
may renew either via the ULS or through a Club 
Station Call Sign Administrator, such as ARRL 
VEC. 


League members should visit the "ARRL 
Member Instructions for License Renewals or 
Changes" page at www.arrl.org, while the 
“Instructions for License Renewals or Changes” 
page covers general renewal procedures for 
nonmembers. There's additional information on 
the ARRL VEC's "FCC License Renewals and 
ARRL License Expiration Notices" page.
